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Reasons for allowance 

1 . This communication is in response to applicant's 05/13/2008 appeal brief in the 
application of Goo et al. for the "Method for transmitting short message using Internet phones 
and system therefor" filed 03/05/2002. This application claims Foreign Priority based on the 
application 2001-54383 filed September 05, 2001 in Republic of Korea. Applicant's argument 
and remark with regard to the rejection under 35 USC 103 are persuasive. The claims have been 
amended to better point out and more distinctly claim subject matter comprising the invention. 
Furthermore, the rejections of record under 35 USC 103 of claims 1-2, 5, 6, 9, 10, 13, 15 are 
withdrawn as evidence by discussion follows. 

2. Claims 1-13, 15 are allowable (Claims are renumbered as 1-14 respectively). 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instant 
application is deemed to be directed to a no obvious improvement over the prior art of record. 
The improvement comprises: A system for transmitting a short message in an Internet phone, 
comprising: a gatekeeper for controlling setup of a call and at least one of a user registration and 
a cancellation in the Internet phone, the Internet phone being optionally connected with the 
gatekeeper, the Internet phone having a short message transmission module for transmitting, via 
a predetermined port, the short message including information corresponding to a telephone 
number of an Internet phone of a called party; and a short message transmission server for 
receiving the short message transmitted by the short message transmission module, and serving 
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as a terminal registered in the gatekeeper for transmitting, to the gatekeeper, the information 
corresponding to the telephone number of the Internet phone of the called party as included in 
the short message when the short message is transmitted via the predetermined port, so as to 
obtain an Internet protocol (IP) address of the Internet phone of the called party, and for 
transmitting the short message to the IP address of the Internet phone of the called party, as 
expressly recited in the claims.
